Tho result is that the managoment of 
all of the charitable institutions of the 
state are greatly embarrassed and per

The prcseut fiscal policy of the state is 
being very severely criticised, rtho posi- 
tion being generally takeu that the asy 
luni fund, like the school fund, should bo 
held inviolate, but both have been en 
oroached upon to the detriment of the un 
fortunate wards of the commonwealth.

Among her passengers was 
l*i M. Hatch, Hawaiian minister of for 
eign affairs. Mr. Hutch bears with him 
private dispatches, and has in his cus- 
tody a shipment of arms and ammuni- 
tion for the government. This shipment 
consists of ',',000 rifles and 106,000 rounda 
of ammunition. The arms and am- 
munition are stored where they can he 
gotat immediately upon the Australia's 
arrival. The Hawaiian government 
had information of the plans of the 
royalists something over a month ago, 
and Mr. Hatch's mission to the United 
States was in relation thereto, though 
at the time of his arrival he deemed it 
wise, for diplomatic reasons, to keep 
his knowledge a profound secret. Mr. 
Match sUted before leaving that the 
government had nothing to fear from 
the royalists, and that the Japanese 
question was the only one menacing 
the future of Hawaii. 

"It may not be generally know n," he 
said, "but it Is a fact that the Japan- 
ese merchants are absorbing the trade 
in the islands, and acquiring a position 
of great commercial importance.
